OHN MARSHALL, by his Laſt Will and Teſtament, dated the 21ſt of 4ugu/t, 1627. (amo; 
did give and bequeath 700 /. to eret-a Church, in ſome - convenient place, in- the Parith=of Se... 
Southwark, to be made a Pariſh ſeparate and apart from the ſaid Pariſh of St. Savzorr's 3 and defir'd the fame might. 
be called Chriſt-Church ; giving allo 40 /. per annum for a Miniſter to Preach, and perform Divine Service 
therein, until ſuch time as Moneys ſufficient to purchaſe 60 /. per amnuwm {free of all Taxes) could be ſaved out 
of his Eſtate, to Endow the Church with, and then the ſaid 407. per annum to ceaſe, and be -no longer paid ; aſter 
which, the Moneys which 1s over and above the Gifts mention'd in the ſaid Will, is for Two Years: to be employ'd for 
the redeeming poor Priſoners for Debt, at the diſcretion of the Truſtees, or the major part of them, and then be by 
them for ever diſpos'd of, in buying Rectories Impropriate, for maintenance of the ſincere Preaching'sf' God's moſt Holy 
Word for ever. I 

That in the Year 1570. the (aid Pariſh was belonging 'to the Pariſh of Sc. Saviour's, and then by A of Parliament 
was made a Pariſh ſeparate from St. Saviour's, and called Chriſt-Church, according as by the Will of Mr. John Marſhal was 
defird. And the faid AQ did impower the ſaid Truſtees: to expend 3oo /. more than the 700 / given, by Mr. Marſhal, to 
erect the {aid Church, as knowing the ſaid 700 /. could not build the ſaid Chureh , and believing 300 1. more would ; 
which in all did only finiſh the Church, without a Steeple or Bells ; and by the faid At order'd 106 7. 'to be given out 
of Mr. Marſhal's Money, to the Church-wardens of St. Savzour's Pariſh, in lieu of ſuch Profits as they loſt by the (aid 
Pariſh of Chri/t-Church being taken out of theirs. And likewiſe the ſaid At order'd, That the ſaid Pariſh of Chri/t-Church 
ſhould pay all Taxes and Contributions, as if it had been a Pariſh time out of mind; and that the Rector ſhall have and re- 
ceive Tythes, Compoſitions for Tythes, Oblations, and all other Duties, which have not, nor are not paid him, but were paid 
to the Pariſh of St. Savzoar's. 

That before and when the {aid Act was made, the faid Pariſh was three parts in four in Land yabuilt. But now it 
is built into Tenements [nhabited, by which means the Land is varied , and the Tythes generally loſt; by reaſon 
whereof, and of the ſaid ſmall Allowance of 40 /. per Annum, the Pariſhioners are uncapable to procure a good and. 
able Miniſter to Preach and Perform Divine Scrvice twice every Lord's Day in the ſaid Pariſh, as t5ey-#re deſirous to 
have, and he obliged to perform ; as alſo to have no other Benefice. _ 

And in regard the faid 40 /. per Arnum is ſo very poor a Livelyhood for a good and able” Miniſter , eſpecially 
about this Town, (and to preach twice a day) the Inhabitants are deſirous to raiſe 60 /. per Anmum for their Mini- 
ſter, but have not power to do it: And it will be no hardſhip, on regard it will not come to above Three pence per 
pound per Annum, and they paying no Tythes to any other place. wh 8 | | 

Therefore *tis deſired that the Pariſhioners may be inabled to raiſe 60 /. per Ammam among themſelves, to make the 
ſaid 4o /. per Armum up 1007. per Annum, for the better Maintenance of a good and able Miniſter. "And alſo that the 
ſaid Truſtees may expend Moneys to compleat the Church, with the Steeple and Bells ; for that without doubt it 
was the Intention of the Donor, to have a compleat Church ; and was fo thought, when the ſaid! AR, in 1570, was 
made, or they would not thereby have impower'd the faid Truſtees to expend 300 /. more than the Donor gave, which 
they thought might have compleated thz ſaid Church, (though it did nor). | *T 

There be Twelve Truſtees of the faid Mr. Marſhall's Will; which Twelve, or the major part, are to a& in all mat- 
ters; and that upon a General Summons to Conſult the preſenting their Petition to this Honourable Houſe , Ten 
mer, who ſer their Hands to an Order for that purpoſe, and Nine have ſigned the Petition ; and the other two , who 
did not meet (not living in the faid Pariſh) do oppoſe "this matter ( as conceived ) for no other reaſon , but having 
ſome Eſtate in the faid Pariſh , fear their Houſes will not Lett for ſo much, if Three pence per 'Quarter ſhould -be 
Aſſeſſed on their Tenants , ic being an Argument uſed by one of the two, to fome who have Eſtates in the Pariſh. 

Note, That fince the Year 1670. the Pariſh of St. Saviour's, did obtain an At of Parliament for: impoweriog them 
to raiſe 350 /. per Annum tor their Miniſter, Curate, and other Uſes of the Pariſh, by a Pound-rate on the Inhabitants. 

If Ohjedted, That the Expending Moneys for a Steeple and Bells, will not be a purſuance of the ſaid Mr. Marſhall's Will. 

Anſwered, That the Profits of his Eftate, which 1s to raiſe Moneys to Purchale the ſaid 60 /. per AnnumFree of all Repriſes, 
is but 407. « year (and Taxes to be paid out) and 60/7. a year Land free of all Repriſes, will coſt x 7664 at leaſt, of which 
the Truſtees have about 400 /. raiſed ; ſo that 1300 /. more muſt be raiſed, before ſuch Purchaſe can-be made, which will be 
4o years at leaſt a raiſing (Taxes being conſidered) and that in ſome few years ſeveral Leafes of Small Tenements will be ex- 
pired, which will come to nothing ; butif any lols of Money, or loſs by Fire, in the mean time ſhould happen, then there 
will be no poſlibiliry of ever making the ſaid Purchaſe: by which means, not only the ſaid Church will want Compleating, 
but the Charitable Intention of the Donor, in Redeeming poor Priſoners for Debt, and buying Rectories, will be quite loſt and 
defeated, and the Miniſter not provided for in ſuch manner as the Will direfts. ; | 

But if by A of Parliament, the Pariſhioners be Impowered to raiſe 60/. a year, for the better Mgintenance of their 
Miniſter ; and the Truſtees to expend ſuch ſum of Money as this Honourable Houſe ſhall think fir, for a Steeple and Bells, to 
Compleat the (aid Church, which will be done in a little time ; then the Charitable Defign and Intention of the Donor, in Re- 
deeming poor Priſoners, Impriſoned for Debt, and in buying Reftories Impropriate, for the Sincere Preaching of God's moſt 
Holy Word in this Land, will be put in Execution ; as alſo, the Church Compleated, the Miniſter provided for, the Pariſh ſet- 
led, and Law Suits for Arrears of Tythes, and other [nconveniencies prevented, which otherwiſe will Inſae : All which, *tis 
humbly hoped, will be thought a good Purſuance of the Donors Will:; prefuming he deſigned the good of the Church, the 
Miniſter, and the Pariſh ; but could not ſee what would be for the good of them all in times to come , but by the Eyes of his 
Truſtees, who are of Opinion, this is thebeſt way ; Humbly ſubmitting to the Judgment of this moſt Honourable Houle. 
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
